If the land 
returned in 1880, to-wit: 37 000,000 of acres 
had been given in at au average of $2.88 per 
acre, the increase would have been over 
$19,000,000 on this item alone andif the 
entire taxable property of the state had 
been assessed on the same basis, the aggre- 
gate wealth would have appeared about 
tifty-two millions of dollars over the re- 
ported figufes, which wer3 238,000,000, or 
the entire taxable wealth would have been 
290,000,000, 

If the reports for 1875 and 1880 are com- 
pared, the result would apparently indicate 
that the state was poorer at the latter date 
than at the former, but an examination of 
the articles of real and personal property 
returned by the tax payers proves that the 
decrease is only apparent. 

The whole property was reported in 1875 
at $261,755 884. Land was returned at $3 38 
per acre in 1875, while in 1880 improved land 
was valued at $2 94 per acre. Had the land 
in 1880 been retur.ed as in 1875 it 
would have aggregated $100,776,697, instead 
of $86 676,553, as reported by the comptrol’ 
ler general, thus resulting in an increase 
on land of $14,100,144, and if the same basis 
of valuations extended other items of 
taxable property, the aggregate for 1480 
would have been $274,774,044, as compared 
with $261,755 884 for 1875, showing an 
increase of over $13,000,000 

But, it may be objected, the taxpayers 
make oath to;the valuation of property at 
both dates and must we not rely on figures? 
No, for an analysis demonstrates tlrat the 
figures reflected the sentiments of the tax- 
payer and not his true financial condition. 
He had the same land and doubtless 
the annual income was as __ great, 
as it is weil known that the preducts of 
Georgia have annually increased in value 
all things being considered. 

Besides this, there are many kinds of per- 
sonal property which persons whose finan- 
cial condition is improving, will purchase, 
and yet which will not materially swell | 
the taxable aggregates, such as household 
and kitchen furniture, plated ware, p!anta- 
tion and mechanical tools, personal 
apparel, etc. Their ownership renders the 
people more comfortable and better equip- 
ped for the future, and yet the annual val- 
uations will appear about thesame. Sewing 
machines, buggies, wagons—who can teli 
the amount invested? Not tbe tax books. 
Since 1870 the people of Georgia have 
invested much of their savings 
in non-taxable property, as ut 
prospering people will always do. How 
much money has been invested in non- 
taxable stocks, state and United States 
bonds, cannot be ascertained, but the 
amount is not inconsiderable. 

In factories there has been invested since 
1870 a large sum, over $4,000.000, not tax- 
able under the statutes of Georgia. 
Statisticiaus admit that it is impossible 
to arrive at the exact wealth of a nation, 
and any estimate is to a certain extent guess- 
work, but when distant dates are compared 
the result, while only approximate, is con- 
vincing and satisfactory. The census of 
1880 will show that Georgia is steadily pro- 
gressing, and her annual products increas- 
ing. 
Take the item of cotton. Some insist 
that the more we make the poorer we be- 
eome, but the prices this year indicate that 
5,000,000 of bales will be sold at remunera- 
tive figures. I enclose a statement of the 
number of bales of cotton produced in the 
lst supervisor's district of Georgia in 1870 
and 1880, showing that north of Atlanta 
53,072 bales were made in 1870, and in the 
same counties 113 210 were raised in 1880. 
Take transportation. In 1871 the number 
of freight cars em ployed on the railroads 
of Georgia was 3,762, while in 1879 the 
number was 5 350 
Take the progress in miles of railroads. 
In 1837 there were 7 miles, in 1859 there

1. The growth of man’s power over na- 
ture and knowledge of the properties of 
laws, of physical objects, as indicated by in 
ventions and contrivances for economizing 
labor. 

An examination at the patent office 
shows that more Georgians are applying 
for patents thau formerly, and it is notort- 
ously true that eyery year our people are 
utibzing to a greater extent labor-saving 
machines (not including political offices) 
such as improved machinery in factories, 
in miniag, 1n compressing cotton, and on 
the farms more and better machines and 
implements of every character. 

2 Another characteristic of a progressive 
peopleis the increase of the security of 
person and property, by the suppression of 
crime, by restricting the unjust privileges 
of certain ciasses to_prey on others, by mak 
ing taxation less afOitrary and oppressive. 

Georgia by these tests is improving, the 
work of our railroad commission in adjust- 
ing the rights of the corporations and the 
people on the principle of preventing un- 
just discrimination isattracting other.states 
New York is trying to solve this problem 
and has not progressed as far as Georgia. 

Our taxes have been lessened and the 
principle of our constitution of 1877, is that 
all the property protected by the govern- 
ment shall contribute to the support of the 
government, and every year the exempted 
property will grow less. Our neighbors, 
Alabama and Florida, each pay 70 cents on 
the $100. while Georgia pays 50 cents as a 
state tax. 

The reduction of interest has lessened the 
burdens of the people. 

3. Another test is the improvement in 
the busines capacities of the general mass of 
the people. With railroads penetrating 
every section; with increasing attendance 
at the schools; with new methods in the 
city village and country stores and indica- 
tions of renewed energy and enterprise in 
many of the departments of industry, mat- 
ufactures and mining, who can doubt thai 
our people are better capacitated for jabor, 
physical avd mental, than they were ten 
yeurs ago?

“Well, itis said northern men are not 
safe and are pot welcomed among us, This 
igs justas untrue of our section as it is of 
the great west. Wewant northern men— 
we want the yankee there; we welcome all 
honest, thrifty citizens who will come 
among us and labor with us to bring a 
return of prosperity to our prostrate states 
Nor do we care or inquire what his politics 
are, so long as he comes among us in 
a straightforward, manly way. I will 
tell you what kind of men it 1s that come 
there and getintotrouble.

The whites rep 
resent the culture and the intelligence of 
the south, while the colored man represents 
the ignorauceand the unwisdom. The ques- 
tion between them, then, is, who shall frame 
the laws, and give that direction to the 
affairs of state, county and town calculated 
to make our peuple happy and prosperous? 
The life, habits and experience of the col- 
ored man do not fit Lim to do it as a class 
though there are many among them, and 
yearly increasing in number, who are ap- 
proaching the kind of ability required 
Well, now, the white people of the south 
are just as reluctant and apprehensive 
of trusting the control of all matters 
affecting their rights of property and 
other domestic affairs to ignorant col- 
ored men as are the inteiligent white 
people of the north to the ignorant and vi 
cious Classamong them. Inthe north you 
get into desperate town fights as to who shall 
have the reins of government, and the rich 
man, the business man and all the law 
abiding, thinking, earnest citizens become 
exceedingly alarmed when there is an ele- 
ment among them sufficiently large to place 
the balance of power in the hands of reck- 
less, vicious men, who may not only make 
inadequate city regulations, but deprave 
those already made until society suffers 
is quite «analogous to our 
condition. That which alone we 
for is to preserve and 
elevate our domestic affairs. So when it 
happens that a northern man comes a:nong 
us, rallies the worst element of the evlored 
class ander cover of night, or other circum- 
stances, with a view of creating hostility 
be'ween the races,to0 a3 by prejudice to 
cootrol their votes for no other purpose 
than selfish political emolument, why, of 
course, our people don’t take him cordially 
by the hand, but they rather shun him as 
one calculated to work injury in our midst 
We have good citizens from the north 
among us. It is all a mistake to think 
there is no immigration to our states, 
Aud we prize them to a high degree. In 
my own locality there are quite a number, 
and they are torifty, earnest men, making 
the fields they cultivate rich and profitable. 
They have the respect and society of their 
southern neighbors and we would just as 
soon do harm or unkindness toa good south- 
ern neighbor as to them. They help 
us to make our community better. ‘The 
colored men are improving yearly. Soci ty 
is adjusting itself even more rapidly than 
one would suppose, tothe new and changed 
state of things. In the transition it could 
hardly be expected that no abuses would 
creep in. 
s'ons of the war, the prejudices of a cen 
tury, could not be obliterated in a day, and 
in the readjustment both have suffered.”’ 


A NOVEL PUNISHMENT. 


How the President of Gaatemaia 
Treated Women Who Disagreed 
With Him. 

When President Barrios came into power 
one of his first acts was to drive the priests 
out of Guatemala. Ino his oupinion they 
were drones in the community, and mace 
drones, so he would not have them about 
But the women, who there, as everywhere 
else, have most use for religion, made a 
great outcry about the expulsioa of their 
priests. There were adozen women, recog- 
nized leaders of society in Guatemala, 
wealthy and prominent, who were especial) y 
loud in their lamentations and vituperation. 
They would have stirred upan insurrection 
against Barrios if they could, on account 
of their priests. He stood iheir attacks 
until his patience gave way. At first he 
simply shrugged his shouiders; then he 
knit his brows. Finally he said, ‘‘This 
thing must be stopped.’’ He had twelve 
single armed high gallows erected in a line 
on the the plaza. From the end of each 
arm be had suspended a broad, shallow 
basket, witha shurt rope fastened to the 
bottom like a handle. Then he had those 
twelve women brought to the baske s, 
placed in them, and hoisted into the air. 

As you may imagine, such a spectacle in 
the plaza attracted everybody. All the 
city came flocking to see the ladies elevated 
into such undesirable prominence. And 
fancy, if you can, the wild, unbounded joy 
of the hundreds of street boys when free 
admission was given them td swing those 
baskets by the short ropes attached to them. 
The little ragaamuffins yelled with delight, 
fought with each other to get at the 
rope, and exerted themselves with 


and clutching the ropes by which they were 
suspended, shouted wildiy, with new acces- 
sions of terror each time fresh and vig- 
orous hands gavea livelier impulse to their 
wicker chariots or sent them flying in new 
directions, The assembled mauititade roar- 
ed with laughter and encouraged the 
boys. When at iength President 
Barrios deemed that their pon- 
ishment was sufficient, he gave a signal, 
the swinging of the baskets was os my 
they were lowered, and the exhausted, hu- 
miliated ladies were sent in carriages wo 
their féspective homes.

It 
is anticipated that fully four years will 
‘be required to bring about the transition 
desired, but nothing will be accomplished 
unless General Garfield enters heartily 
intothe programme which the republi- 
can leaders have partially formulated. 

A prominent southern senator gave the 
Post reporter yesterday an idea of the 
attitude of many of the southern demo- 
cratic leaders towards the republican 
| party. 

“Willthe south continue to remain 
solidly demeeratic, or will the party 
split, during the next politic:! cycle of 
_four years?” asked the reporter. 

| “Everything depends upon General 
| Garfield,” was the reply. “It he adopts a 
certain policy which I think will be 
| urged upon him, the soutbern states will 
| be rent into splimters, politically speak- 
ing, within four years’ time. Notting 
| under heaven has kept the party togeth- 
_er in the south thns long but the neces- 
‘sity for self-protection. I mean this, 


| that good local government is of more 


importance to the south than any na- 
tional issue which has been raised since 
the war. Many southern men who bave 
no sympathy with the aims and purposes 
of the democratic leaders have been com- 
pelled by necessity to to act with the 
democratic party. There is one thing 
that the southern people cannot afford, 
ahd that is to be governed by ignorant 
negroes. They may talk about midnight 
murders, bulldozing, tissue ballots, etc. 
as much as they please, until the intelli- 
gent people of the soutb, who have 
a material interest in the prosperity of 
that section are allowed to manage home 
affairs the negro will not be prottected in 
his legal rights. Now, don’t misander- 
stand me, 1 don’t mean that a necessary 
condition of. good -home-rule at the 
south, is the disfranchisement of the ne- 
gro. On the contrary, I believe fhat the 
negro should be protected in every right 
conferred upon him by the constitution 
and amendments. Itis utterly immate- 
rial to the prosperity of the south, 
whether the affairs of the state are in 
the hands of the republicans or demo- 
crats, so long as the public officers are 
men of character and intelligence. If 
the leaders of the republican party ip 
the south were men of integrity, who 
would prevent the uneducited masses 
of negroes from nominating candidates to 
ffice, who could neither read hor write, 
or who, ifeducated were only bent upon 
plundering the state, the o/d order o! 
ihings would be changed immediately. 
Look at Georgia. The negro question is 
aow practically eliminated from the field 
of politics there. What is the result? 
Che democratic party is disrupted. 
Norwood and Colquitt were the rival 
candites for governor, everybody knew 
hat the affairs of the state would be 
-conomically, wisely and purely admin- 
stered, whoever was elected. Give us 
the same condition of affairs in my state 
ind the democratic party there has re- 
wived its death-blow.”’ 

“How would you proceed to. bring 
ibout this state of affairs?” the reporter 
inquired, 3 

“That is simple enough,” was the re- 
ily. “The leaders of the republican 
oarty in the south are the federal offi- 
tals. [ean name men in my state 0: 
the most upright character, men who 
.re political opponents, and who object 
in toto to the principles which I repre- 
sent, who will accept federal offices. 
Let Garfield make them collectors o! 
ustoms and internal revenue, district 
ittorneys and United States marshals. 
[he masses of the people have confidence 
their integrity and honesty of pur- 
pose. Ifa crowd of negroes assemble in 
‘onvention forthe purpose of nominat- 
ing some bad character for office, a word 
from one of these trusted officials will 
stopthem. Thereare p’eaty of s u‘hein 
men who now call themselves democrats, 
ont are opposed to the dominant power. 
Chey will accept nominations to office, 
and if elected perform their duties ac- 
eptably to members of both parties 
With honest candidates, put forward by 
90th parties, the negroes will be encour- 
wed to vote, and in seven cases out of 
ten the candidate they support will be 
elected. Of course under such a condi- 
ion of affairs the negro vote will be 
livided to a certain extent, byt I think 
the preponderance will be in favor of the 
epublican candidates. ’ 

“Do you think,” said the reporter, 
‘that under the plan you suggest the re- 
publican party as known at the north, 
would be established at the south? 
Would you not create a conservative 
democratic party instead of a republican 
party?” 

“Itmatters very little by what name 
you callit,” wasthe reply, “The demo- 
cratic party of to-day in the south would 
be ruptured andthe reorganized party 
would become known and identified with 
the republican party of the north ina 
very short time. should be pleased 
to see the changes that I have indicated 
take place, even if it should result in the 
loss Of political power for myself, It 
might be disastrous to me personally, 
but it would benefit the country. I feel 
as though I should like to discuss before 
the people of my state questions which 
are regarded of vital importance to the 
good government of the nation, but s9 
tong as the race question and local self- 
zovernment are the paramount issues, 
‘Tam practically debarred from speaking 
on national issues. As I said before, 
everything concerning the political fu- 
cure of the south depends upon Garfield. 
[ know that the republican leaders do 
not know what he will do, but I fancy 
it will not take much time after the 4th 
of March to ascertain his disposition.”’

Senator Pugh has Full Confidence iu 
the Democracy. 
Correspondeuce Chicago Times. 

WASHINGTON, December’ 17.— The 
Times correspondent called upon Mr. 
Pugh, the new senator from Alabama, 
this evening, and asked his views re- 
garding the south, ites future, and genera) 
political situation. He said the south 
had not been in a better condition since 
the war than it is now. The people of 
the south are freer from debt and are 
becoming more self-sustaining than they 
have been for yéars. They are devoting 
more capital to mining, manufacturing, 
and other industries than ever before 
“Nothing,” said he, ‘can check the 
operation of causes that are now improv- 
ing the condition of the south except 
legislation tending to destroy confidence 
of the people in the stability of their 
state governments. If federal legislation 
promises succor to the politicians who 
have charge of the negro element in the 
southern states, it will destroy the sense 
of security we have in our investments 
and pursuits, and keep out immigration 
and capital trom the south, It isa 
question of existence with the people ot 
the south, that the ignorant and irrespon- 
sible element shall not get control of the 
state governments.”
